The morale of the 
French government and of the 
high command is believed to be 
good, but it is certain that the 
morale of.the lower grades of the 
French army is distinctly poor, 
Both the French and British peo- 
ple are extremely tired of the 
war, and their troops are re- 
flecting this attitudeiin their fre- 
quent “inability to meet success- 
fully the German attacks. 

Relying on Americans Now. 


It is the American soldiers 
now in France upon whom they 
rely. It is the moral as well as 
material aid given by the Ameri- 
can soldier that is making the 
continuation of the war possible. 
Only the continual arrival of 
American troops and their judici- 
ous employment can restore the 
morale of our Allies and give 
them the courage to fight. 


The above represents the views 
of the Allied military leaders as 
told me in person by General 
Foch himself, and I believe it is 
also the view of the civil leaders. 
We must start immediately on 
our plans for the future and be 
ready to strike this fall in order 
to tide us over till spring, when 
we should have a big army ready. 

The war can be brought to a 
successful conclusion next year if 
we only go at it now. From a 
purely military point of view it 
is essential that we make this 
effort especially for the reasons 
above stated, and on account of 
the grave possibility that the 
enemy will obtain supplies and 
men

we should contemplate. The situa- 
tion among our Allies is such that 
unless we can end the war next 
year we are likely to be left prac- 
tically alone in the fight.

French-British Morale Low. 

The morale of both the French 
and British troops is not what it 
should be. The presence of our 
troops has braced them up very 
much, but their staying powers 
are doubtful. Our 2d and 3d di- 
visions actually stopped the Ger- 
mans. The French were not equal 
to it. I fear that I must put some 
of our regiments into the weaker 
French divisions, temporarily, to 
give them courage.

The German. people 
would be inclined to make peace 
if they felt a few very heavy 
blows.

But if we do not make 
ourselves strong enough on this 
front to assume the offensive and 
push the war to a finish, there 
are going to be criticism and dis- 
satisfaction at home and a gen- 
eral letting down of our war 
spirit. Moreover, by using a large 
force and ending the war we shall 
avoid the large losses that have 
so dreadfully depleted our allies. 
Let us take every advantage of 
the high tide of enthusiasm and 
win the war. 

I think that with proper repre- 
sentations as to the necessity for 
shipping, the British would do 
all they could to assist us. On 
our side, we should demand a 
greater amount of American ton- 
nage than has hitherto been al- 
lotted to the army from the sum 
total of our available shipping 
which is? constantly increasing. 
Our shipping advisers here say 
that several hundred thousand 
tons can be added to the army 
allotment by proper paring. 

As to the preparation of this 
new army, may I not beg of you 
to consider. a draft of 2,000,000 
men by December 1? My recent 
cable asking that 1,500,000 be 
called out should now be increas- 
ed to 2,000,000. They should be 
called out, beginning now, at the 
rate of 400,000 per month for the 
next five months. We should not

As to munitions, it matters little 
whether we havé a_. particular 
kind of artillery; if we cannot 
get the French we should take 
the British, The same can be 
said of small arms and personal 
equipment.

So in equip- 
ment and armament, there should 
be no delay. 

As to handling everything that 
must be sent over under this pro- 
gram, I stand ready now, with- 
out waiting for detailed study, to 
say that we can do it. 

There is nothing so dreadfully 
important as winning this war, 
and every possible resource sHould 
be made immediately available.

Shortly thereafter, the following 
statemen’ was issued over the signa- 
tures of Representatives Hoch, Guyer, 
Hope, Sparks and Lambertson, Kan- 
sas republicans:

“Wen we do, the duties are going 
to be leveled and apportioned on -ast- 
ern manufacturers on the same basis 
with their arguments against an oil 
tariff.” , 

Meanwhile, Harold MeceGugin,_ re- 
publican  representative-elect from 
Kansas, announced at Topeka ke 
would vote for Representative Garner, 
of Texas,.a democrat, for speaker of 
the next house. 

He said he would vote to “take con- 
trol from the eastern republicans and 
give it to southern democrats. who 
are our economic allies in oil and 
dairy.”

dueah, Ky.; the Cedar Bluff Quarry, 
Princeton, Ky.; the Cerulean Stone 
Company, Cerulean, Ky., and . the 
Camden Sand & Gravel Company, 
Camden, Tenn. 

The corporation announcement said 
member companies dominate the pro- 
duction in the central south of 
crushed stone, sand, gravel, riprap 
and limestone used in construction 
of highways, railway right-of-way bal- 
last and other building.

NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 26.—(/)— 
In the longshoremen's wage impasse 
in the port here today union strike 
pickets stuck to their posts beyond the 
docks while their leaders and steam- 
ship association officials clashed in 
public stutements over the standings 
of crews manning ships.

COUZENS ATTACKS 


RAIL MERGER PLAN 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—(@)— 
Criticizing the proposed four-way merg- 
er of eastern railroads which was an- 
nounced by President Hoover, Chair- 
man Couzens of the senate interstate 
commerce committee told the senate 
today the time has come to “call a 
halt” to rail consolidations “before the 
transportation facilities of the country 
are in a few hands.” 

Couzens, who has had a. resolution 
pending for months to suspend rail 
mergers, said congress should act to 
prevent further mergers until evidence 
has been presented to congress to jus- 
tify them. 

Meanwhile, at the other end of the 
capitol, t'> house interstate commerce 
committee postponed indefinitely action 
on the Parker bill to place railroad 
holding companies under the jurisdic- 
tion of the interstate commerce com- 
mission. This means that the prin- 
cipal recommendation in the commit- 
tee’s report on its holding company 
investigation, submitted to the house 
last week, would not be enacted dur- 
ing this congress. 


THREE IN INDIANAPOLIS 


INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 26.—()— 
Two men and a woman, all elderly, 
were found asphyxiated in their home 
here this morning by fumes thought 
to have come from a kitchen gas heat- 
er. The victims, fully dressed, appar- 
ently were stricken without warning.

‘AT YOUTH'S DEFENSE 


From Shock and Internal | 
Hemorrage. 


VALPARAISO, Ind.. Feb. 26.—(P) 


Before a courtroom crowd arbitrarily 
limited in size, a physician today gave 
testimony which struck a blow at the 
defense of Virgil Kirkland, Gary ath- 
lete, on trial for the drinking party 
death of Arlene Draves. 

Dr. J. R. Burcham, a coroner's phy- 
sician, said a post-mortem indicated 
that the 18-year-old girl could have 
recovered from an injury to her head 
whieh Kirkland maintains caus.d 
death. 

On the other hand, he said, there 
was evidence of shock and internal 
hemorrhage which might have killed 
the girl regardless of the blood clot 
found on her brain. 

Citing evidence that the girl had 
been attacked, he said “she died of 
shc.: due to cerebral and another 
hemorrhage.” Kirkland, who is accused 
of attacking Miss Draves, intends to 
testify that she fell heavily on a con- 
crete floor while drinking and thus 
fatally injured herself. 

Interest in the trial exceeded ca- 
pacity of the courtroom today, caus- 
ing Fire Chief John G. Marks to 
order the case transferred across the 
hall to superior court. Court decreed 
attendance tomorrow will be limited 
to those who can find ‘seats. 

Lieutenant Jake Thixtun, of the 
Gary police, testified that Kirkland 
described events of the party upon 
his arrest anc admitted attacking Miss 
Draves, implicating four other youths. 
Admission of his written statement, 
the alleged confession, was withheld.

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Methodist Missionary 
Council Decries Increase 
of Lychings in South 
Negro Is Heard. 


NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 26.—()— 
The law of Christ—“Love thy neigh- 
bor as thyself’—was urged as a cure 
for economic ills in a special report 
on home missions unanimously adopt- 
ed by the general missionary council 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, at the closing sessions of the 
annual council meeting late today. The 


council will meet next in Oklahoma 
City, Okla., on dates to be fixed. 


The special report called for activity | 


in behalf of “needy and distressed 
people out of employment or suffering 
the consequences of insufficient in- 
come,” who were described as want- 
ing “not charity but a chance.” 
“It is tragic that in the midst of 
such plenteous stores of provisions, 
our means of distribution are selfish 
and inadequate that even in the most 


Christian lands millions willing to | 


work face starvation or ome the 
recipients of charity’s dole,” the re- 
port said. 

The council called attention to the 
growing need for additional mission 
work in the rapidly developing indus- 
trial centers of the south and issued 
an appeal to the clergy throughout 
the denomination to join in combat- 
ting lynching and the mob evil. 

The large increase in lynchings in 
the south last year was decried and 
mob violence termed “a blot on our 


natienal life, than which there is no 
greater obstacle to the effective min- 
istry of the gospel at home and 
abroad.” | 

@ Leaders in the council took the posi- 
tion that ministers might use their 
influence in combatting lynchings in 
the same manner that it was brought 
to bear in the fight for national prohi- 
bition. 

Discussion of mob violence took 
place in an open forum on ways and 
means for improving inter-racial rela- 
tions at home and abroad, but partic- 
ularly between the white and negro 
populations of the south. 

Dr. W. Y. Bell, negro, professor of 
Gammon Theological Institute, At- 
lanta, told the council that his race 
did not want “patronizing paternal- 


| ism” but rather the chance to develop 


racial pride “tempered by Christian 
virtues.” 

He sounded a warning that “the 
communists have already made-gestures 
toward my people to make a common 
cause in the United States,” and urged 
the benefits of Christian education for 
the negro as a means for combatting 
such overtures. 

Yesterday, the council went on rec- 
ord as believing continuation of a mil- 
itant mission program here ‘and 
abroad necessary “because of the 
spread of communistic and atheistic 
propaganda.” 

In the foreign mission division to- 
day, the council voted to center at- 
tention upon recently organized na- 
tional churches in Brazil, Mexico and 
Korea, with continued activity in the 
other fields still classed as extension 
branches. Reports on work through- 
out the world were heard at the two- 
day session which- closed tonight.

| Avsociation, may become a “‘liability 
to the community.” ‘There are 1,500,- 
000 such children in the schools of 
the nation, he estimated, or about 200 
for each 5,000 pupils. 

Only 40 cities in the country, how- 
ever, have special classes for these 
children, the speaker said, and many 
places do not recognize their existence. 
The danger in letting them “drift in 
the schools unrecognized” has _ been 
pointed out by students of education, 
he said, as giving daily practice in 
“habits of idleness and day dream- 
ing.’ The need, Dr. Cooper continued, 
is for a school course which will chal- 
lenge their abilities, rather than one 
which, while suited to the child of 
usual intelligence, encourages in the 
gifted child an “effortless existence.”

Witness Tells of Bridge Quarrel 


Preceding Wife’s Killing of Mate 


KANSAS CITY, Feb. 26.—(4)— 
Charles Hofman, a participant in the 
game, related at the murder trial of 
Mrs. Myrtle Bennett today how a con- 
tract bridge bid of four spades, doubled 
and lost, caused a quarrel which end- 
ed in the fatal shooting of John G. 
Bennett, in the couple’s fashionable 
apartment here September 29, 1929. 

Hofman was the first witness call- 
ed by Prosecutor James R. Page to 
offer testimony which Page told the 
jury would prove Mrs. Bennett delib- 
erately shot her husband as he was 
leaving home angered by the card 
game controversy. 

The witness, admittedly a_ friend 
of the dark clad, weeping defendant, 
told his version of Bennett's death 
immediately after Former Senator 
James A. Reed, defense attorney, de- 
clared to the jury that the shooting 
was wholly accidental. 

Hofman’s story began with the card 
game and led up to a description of 
how he rushed into Bennett’s den at 
the sound of shots to discover the 
hysterical defendant kneeling beside 
her husband, who was dying from two 
bullet wounds, 

The bridge game, interrupted by 
bickering between the Bennetts as 
they began to lose, ended when Ben- 
nett failed to make a four-spade bid,
